Deri rig , Frank & Lewis, of Peters- 
burg, Ind., have bought grounds 
n Hopkinsville for the establish- 
ment of a big lumber plant, with 
saw mill and other machinery. It 
will be located in the southeastern 
part of the city on a lot 310 by 350 
feet, bought of Dr. T. D. Rudd and 
wife, on the corner of Walnut street 
and the L. & N. Railroad where it 
crosses the Clarksville pike. 

The firm will get its timber by 
rail over the L. & N. and convert 
the logs into rough lumber, making 
a specialty of quarter-sawing. The 
quarter-sawed lumber finds a ready 
market in Chicago and other cities 
and much of it will be shipped away 
by rail. The firm has lumber plants 
at Dawson and other points. 

Mr. W. B. Lewis, one of the firm, 
now at Dawson, will move here to- 
morrow and occupy one of Dr. 
Rudd's houses until he can build on 
Bentley avenue, n*ear his plant. He 
will supervise the work of putting 
in the plant at once. The outfit will 
be installed within ten days. 

The establishment will work from 
30 to 4<> hands. Jt will be a perma- 
nent plant and later along it will 
probably put in a dressed lumber 
department. 

The firm will at once grade a 
switch alongside the property and 
the L. & N. will lay the track.

'FRISCO SYSTEM 



Has Secured Control of The 
Tennessee Central. 



Nashville, Term., April 15. — 
Through the purchase of the Tenn- 
essee Central railroad the St. Louis 
and San Francisco (the 'Frisco) rail- 
road is to secure an entrance into 
Nashville. Such is the story result- 
inevfrorn the presence here Friday 
< J&. J- Davidson, president of the 
"Frisco. B. F. Yoakum, chairman of 
the 'Frisco executive board, and J. 
C. Van Blarcom, president of the 
Tennessee Central. No details are 
announced, but members of the vis- 
iting party admitted that in future, 
probably by May 1, the Tennessee 
Central will be a 'Frisco road. This 
means another direct line from 
Nashville to St. Louis and Chicago, 
as well as to the grain fields of the 
ffw and Northwest. 
Fit was also learned that lines will 
be built from Harriman to Knox- 
ville and from Hopkinsville, Ky., to 
a connecting point with the Chicago 
and Eastern Illinois, either at Evans- 
ville or Joppa, 111. The party in- 
cluding General Manager Clark, of 
the Tennessee Central, went on to 
St, Louis. Before leaving Mr. Van 
Blarcom said: 

"Yes, our visit is significant, but 
we cannot give out all the facts just 
at present. We are not here for 
pleasure only, however, and 'you 
may get some official news that will 
interest Nashville very soon."

Without disturbing the constitu- 
tionality of the new game law, Judge 
Pryor, of Louisville, reversed the 
decision of Magistrate C. J. Fegan- 
bush in the eighty-odd cases against 
A. Booth & Co., charged with sell- 
ing quail during the open sea 
The defendants were fined by the 
tfstrate $25, or the maximum in 
1 case, the total assessments and 
costs coming to about $1,800. It 
was believed that the validity of the 
new game act was involved in this 
decision. 

Judge Pryor holds that this ap- 
plies only to game killed within the 
State and can have nothing to do 
with that killed or taken in other 
parts of the country and brought 
into Kentucky for sale. From a full 
consideration of the whole act he 
feels that this was the legislative in- 
tent. He comments further: "The 
Legislature seeing the difficulty of 
establishing the guilt on the part of 
those having possession of game 
within the prohibited periods made 
mere possession evidence of guilt, 
and in this way placed the burden 
of proof of establishing innocence 
on the party charged with the of- 
fense." An appeal will probably be 
taken by the commonwealth to test 
the question conclusively.

Stowe is an enormous 
house — once one of the great show 
places of the country — with a Cor- 
inthian portico over which "Icha- 
bod" might well be inscribed, for 
its glory departed in 1848 when 
long years of extravagance cul- 
minated in a sensational smash 
and its art treasures were sold and 
dispersed. It was occupied for 
many years by the comte de 
Paris, and long before that, in 
1808, it had sheltered Louis XVIII. 
and the Bourbon exiles. In fact it 
is said that it was the ruinous 
cost of entertaining the French 
refugees which plunged the family 
into bankruptcy.

Several Prominent In Early 
Church Work In Hop- 
kinsville. 



Another article is here given con- 
taining brief sketches of some of the 
pioneers buried in the old Westside 
Cemetery. The next article will dis- 
cuss the original owner of the 
ground upon which Hopkinsville was 
laid out. One or two more will 
conclude the series. 

Bradley. 

Robt. S. Bradley and his wife, 
Mrs. Louisa E. Bradley, died one in 
1836, the other date is effaced. They 
were the parents of Mrs. Bob Ellis, 
who still lives in this city with three 
of her children, Mr. Jno. G. Ellis, 
Mrs. L. H. McKee and Miss Jimmie 
Ellis. 

Dallam. 

Francis M. Dallam, who died in 
1828, when 68 years of age, was one 
of the city's earliest settlers. His 
wife, Sarah, sleeps beside him. They 
reared a large family, many of 
whom attained prominence. Nathan 
S. Dallam, whose relationship to 
Francis is not known, was the sec- 
ond circuit court clerk of the coun- 
ty. He was probably the pioneer 
Dallam's son. The family is no long, 
er represented here. One branch of 
it became prominent at Henderson 
and Clarence Dallam, a talented 
young lawyer, now lives in Louis- 
ville. Francis M. Dallam was 
years old when the Revolutionary 
war began and in all probability 
a soldier. He was a charter mem- 
ber of the first Masonic Lodge char- 
tered in this part of Kentucky in 
1816 and so was Nathan S. Dallam. 

Eggleton. 

Benjamin Eggleton, who died in 
1819, was one of the very earliest 
citizens of the infant county. He 
was here prior to 1804 when the 
name of the town was changed from 
Elizabeth to Hopkinsville. His name 
frequently occurs in the ea 
ords of the county, but no one here 
remembers anything about him.

Two brothers, John and William 
Alexander McGarvey, were buried

daughters. Sarah married Thomas 
S. Parker, a merchant of Sedalia, 
Mo.

John William 
McGarvev, is still living and is 76 
years of age. He is President of 
the "College of the Bible" in Lex- 
ington, Ky., and has been a profess- 
or in that institution since 1865. He 
is also a preacher of marked ability 
in the Christian church and author 
of several noted religious works, of 
which are "McGarvey's Commentary 
on the Acts of the Apostles," his 
Commentaries on Matthew and 
Mark" and "Lands of the Bible." 
The latter is considered one of the 
most accurate and reliable works of 
the kind now extant. We are in- 
debted to Dr. McGarvey for the ma- 
terial contained in this sketch. 

Parrish. 

One of the prominent men of sixty 
years ago, who sleeps in an unmarked 
grave, was Samuel Parrish, an 
uncle of Dr. R. W. Ware. He mar- 
ried a sister of Samuel Murrell, of 
Louisville. Dr. Ware was present 
at his burial when he was a boy. A 
monument was erected, but it has 
long since disappeared. Samuel 
Parrish was a wealthy man and 
owned a sugar plantation in Louis- 
He was taken with consump- 
tion and was on a boat in the Missis- 
sippi river, en route to Cuba, when 
he died. His body was brought 
back to Hopkinsville for burial. It 
was taken to a residence on what is 
now North Virginia street and as 
there were no hearses in those days, 
it was carried through the streets 



Pursley. 

Near the center of the lot was 
burl ad in 1K27 John Pursley, who 
was born in 1774. He was one of 
the earliest pioneers who came to 
Hopkinsville. He was a s 
mason and helped to build the 
brick house erected in the infant 
city. He was a shrewd trader and 
accumulated considerable property. 
The county history says he was a 
very large and fleshy man and spoke 
with a peculiar drawling tone. The 
present Baptist church with 
membership of 600 was organized at 
his house, which was near the present 
bridge on the Canton pike, on June 
6, 1818. There were ten members. 
Mr. Pursley was a prominent and 
active member until his death nine 
years later. His grandson, John 
W. Pursley is still here a useful 
member of the church organized in 
his grandfather's house. 

Kinkead. 

eral members of the Kinkead 
family are buried in the cemetery, 
some as late as 1858.
